DURING the Taft administration Con- 


gress created a commission to investigate 
the public buiM*nfs pork barrel and make 
recommendations for its abolishment The 
commission is composed of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, Postmaster-General, At- 
torney-General, the Supervising1 Architect 
and two members each of the Senate and 
House Committee on public buildings and 
grounds, 
it has spent a good deal of time 


and effort acquiring information on the sub- 
let and its report, which is now ready, is 
said to make interesting reading. 


Nobody denies the necessity ot spend- 


ing large sums for federal buildings in cities 
but the evil of the pork barrel lies in the 
amounts wasted on small towns. 
Every 


_\ear million1; of dollars are voted by Con- 
gress for postoffice buildings costing from 
SSo.oou to $100,000 each in towns of 
S,ooo to 10,000 population. 
The onl\ 


excuse for this procedure is> that it gratifies 
local pndc And makes the Congressman 
who -ecurev the appropriation "solid"' with 
his constituents.

THE FORESlfcY ASSOCIATION 


I r IS an interesting bit of local history 


that the movement for forest consul vation 
in the Rocky Mountain region, which has 
since developed into the nationwide con- 
servation pplicy, originated in Colorado 
Springs 30 years ago in a series of articles 
printed in The Gazette. They were headed 
"Forestry in Colorado," and the writers, 
of whom Colonel Edgar T. Ensign was one, 
urged the adoption of measures to1 yrptect 
the forests from fire, improper cutting, etc., 
and conserve them for the use of future 
generations. 


Out of this discussion grew the organi- 


zation of the Colorado Stale Forestry Asso- 
ciation, of which Colonel Ensign was found- 
er and first president. Tomorrow this body 
will hold its twenty-ninth annual meeting 
in Denver. In the intervening years It .has 
accomplished much useful work. By com- 
bining the energies of men all over the state 
who are interested in the subject it has 
secured needed laws for the protection of 
the forests and stimulated popular inter- 
est in the subject. It is not too much to 
say that the whole conservation movement 
originated in the activities of this body. 


At tomorrow's meeting the discussion 


will be chiefly concerned with the plan/ 
fathered by Governor Ammons, to have 
the public lands in Colorado, including the 
national forests, turned over to the control 
of the state. The ancient theory of "states' 
rghts" dies hard, and this particular phase 
of it is now the fighting ground of all ene- 
mies of the Federal policy of conservation, 
both political and commercial. They have 
had no encouragement whatever from the 
Wilson administration or from either of its 
last two predecessors. It is not likely that 
they will be able to effect legislation on 
the subject, but it is nevertheless important 
for the friends of true conservation lo 1st 
on guard, and it is safe to assume that the 
State Forestry Association can be counted, 
on now as in the past, to be on the right 
side of the question. 


The conviction, in the district court, of a 


Colorado Qty physician on the charge of 
selling cocaine illegally is a hopeful sign. 
Hew people realize the magnitude of the 
cocaine evil, here and elsewhere, and this 
is, we believe, the first conviction obtained. 
It is to be hoped that the demand of the 
district attorney's office for the maximum 
penalty will be granted.
